March 23.—Willie Whitla, the ransomed boy, 


after an experience of five days with kidnapers, was : returned to 
his mother’s arms soon after noon today. 

The reunion took place around the family hearthstone in the 
Whitla home, and no prying eyes were permitted to witness the 
greeting of mother and son, only the immediate relatives of the 


family being present at the lad’s 

The task now ef capturing the abduc- 
tors is occupying the attention of the 
detectives. Every bill, which went to 
make up the 910,000 ransom package, is 
known to the officers by number and it 
ie thought possible the kidnapers will 
be traced in this manner. 


The. search is now being conducted

Accorded an ovation by the populace

‘heartier, the little fellow and his father 


arrived here at 12:06, after an absence ot 
12% hours. Fully 5000 persons extended 
the lad a demonstrative greeting. Push- 
ing their way through the dense crowd 
surrounding the railroad station, Mr. 
Whitla, Willie, his uncle and a detec- 
tive, entered a cab and quickly were 
criven home. 

Cheering and singing, the great gath- 
ering of enthusiastic neighbors and citi- 
sens followed the cab through the 
streets. Business practically was at a 
standstill, public schools were dismissed 
and a jollification that will last until 
late tonight was given full sway. 

At the Whitla residence a second large 
crowd had been congregating throughout 
the morning. As the cab and cheering 
throng were sighted those surrounding 
the Whitla home shouted and danced 
with joy. When the boy and his father 
attempted to alight from the cab they 
were in the midst of a remarkable dem- 
onstration. Tears were in many eve: 
and all Sharon seemed mad with joy. 

With difficulty the father, boy and 
others of the party et il them- 
selves from the crowd and went Into the 
house. Here the mether, who had been 
patiently waiting with happy anticipa- 
tion since last night to see her boy, af- 
fectionately clasped her child to her 
breast and for several minutes they 
clung to one another and sobbed.

CLEVELAND, O., March 23.—Willie 
Whitla; the kidnaped boy, and James P. 
Whitla, the rejoicing father, left Cleve- 
land’ today for Sharon, Pa. * 

Hundreds clogged the corridors of the 
Hollenden Hotel. in anticipation ef 
eatching a glimpse of the lad whose 
whereabouts had become a puzzle to the 
detectives of the land. | 

“Gee, papa,’ said the voungster as 
he was being helped into a taxicab, ‘‘I 
hope mamma is on the front porch 
waiting for us.’’ 

“She will be there,’’ was the simple 
answer from the father, as he clasped 
his boy's hand. 

The speed of a Cleveland taxicab did 
not deter hundreds from following to 
the Erie station, where the Whitlas 
boarded a train. The father appeared 
to be the happiest man in Ohio, and 
Willie professed to believe that a “real 
chu chw was more better than one of 
them street engines.’’ 

Mr. Whitla was not inclined to dis- 
cuss the matter of ransom, or the plans 
of the family in dealing with the kid- 
napers. 

“Il am so giad to have the boy in 
my arms,” said the father. half smiling 
and half crying, “that I have given no 
tt®ught to the kidnapers. That will be 
up. to the police, and as I live and 
breathe, 1 am not worrying over then 
movements."’ 

The $10,000 ransom of Billy Whitla was 
paid to his kidnapers tn a little grocery 
store at East Fifty-third street and 
Standard avenue, an hour after noon, 
Monday.

Reaches New Zealand on 
Its Return.

100 MILES OF GOAL 





One Report Says Party Was 
Beaten Back With Suc- 
cess in Sight. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
LONDON, March 23.—A cablegram was 


received this afternoon direct from 
Lieut. E. H. Shackleton, the Antarctic 
explorer, who earlier in the day was re- 
ported as having reached the South Pole. 

The contents of this message have not 
yet been given out, but it has been de- 
clared by a high authority that the ex- 
plorer failed of success, The expedition 
was obliged to return when within about 
100 miles of the Pole. 

An earlier dispatch to the Pall Mall 
Gezette said the expedition had reached 
the pole. 

The explorers have returned to New 
Zealand, it is said, in their ship, the 
Nimrod. 

The secretary of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society said today that he had no 
information as to Lieut, Shackelton’s 
success, but this does not disprove the 
statement as it is known that Lieut. 
Shackelton contracted to furnish the 
first news regarding his explorations to 
London newspapers. 

It is regarded significant here that 
Lieut. Shackelton, when he went ashore 
at Invercargill, New Zealand, refused all 
information regarding the details of his 
exploration. 


> Snils for Another Port. 
He at once went to the cable office 


and- despatched a nessage. He looked 
the picture of health and intimated that 
ail] his comrades were well. 

Lieut. Shackelton’s expedition bade 
farewell to England at Cowes, in July of 
1907. The last visitors to his ship, the 
Nimrod, were King Edward and Queen 
Alexandria. “His Majesty presented the 
Lieutenant with a unien jack to which 
Was attached a card bearing the mes- 
sage: 

‘“‘May this union jack, which I entrust 
to your keeping, lead you safely to the 
South Pole.”’ 

INVERCARGILL, 
March 23.—The barkentine Nimrod, 
which early in 1908 took Lieut. F. HII. 
Shackelton’s Anactic expedition to the 
South, called here today on her return. 
Lieut. Shackelten declined to make any 
statement regarding his explorations. 
The Nimrod later teft for Lyttleton, the 
Port of Christ Church, New Zealand. 

In July, 1907, the Nimrod, commanded 
by Lieut. Ernest H. Shackelton, R. N., 
and carrying 32 men, including scient- 
ists, sailed from England for the Ant- 
arctic region, touching later at New 
Zealand, to complete her provisions. 

Later an exploration party of 12 men, 
provisioned for two years and provided 
with Siberian penies, and dogs, was left 
in Camp at Mount Erebus, and last De- 
oember the Nimrod left New Zealand to 
pick up the explorers and return them to 
England. 

Lieut. Shackelton has had experience 
as an Arctic explorer as a member of 
the expedition under Capt. Scott in 
2902-06. 


New Zealand, 


Lieut. Shackleton, who was a member 
of the “Discovery’’ expeditien, 1901 to 
1904, but wag invalided home after a 
year’s service in the Antarctic regions, 
set forth on the present expedition, un- 
der the auspices of the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society, in 1907. The idea was to 
reach the South Pole by the aid of a 
motor sledge. 


Members of Expedition. 
Among the members of the expedition 


were James Murray, biologist; Eric 
Marshall, surgeon: A. F. Mackay, junior 
surgeon and zoologist; Lieut. Adams, R 
N. R., meteorologist, and Ernest Joyce, 
in charge of the dogs. 

The expeditien took 12 Siberian ponies, 
the intention being to split up into three 
parties, one using the specially con- 
structed motor sledge; the second the 
ponies, and the third to go on foot, with 
a motor boat for use on encountering 
water. The expedition made its néad- 
quarters on King Edward's Land.

The Democratic City Committee voted 
Tuesday to keep Thomas E.. Mulvihill 
on its ticket as a candidate for the 
Board of Education, regardless of the 
refusal of the Republican committee to 
place him on the bipartisan ticket. It 
also decided to hold no further com- 
munication with the Republican com- 
mittee about the Schoo] Board matter. 

The committee met at its headquarters 
in the Liggett Building. and Chairman 
Ward read a letter from Chairman 
Howe stating that Mulvihill was_ not 
acceptable to the Republicans and ask- 
ing the Democrats to name someone 
else. The committee then voted to have 
no more to do with Howe and his com- 
mittee. 

A bipartisan ticket, it was decided, 
would be ‘nominated by the committee, 
with the names of Mulvihill and Rhodes 
E. Cave as the Democratic nominees. 
Whether the Democrats will accept the 
Republican nominations, Dr. Frank L. 
Magoon and Herman Mauch. or will 
choose other Republicans for the other 
two places on their tickets was not de- 
termined. 

The Republican committee, in voting 
Monday afternoon not to place Mulvi- 
hill's name on its ticket, indorsed Chair- 
man Hewe’s objection that Mulvihill 
was a politician. 

Mulvihill, who will soon retire from 
the office of Excise Commissioner, was 
named for the ticket by “Lawler Daley, 
who made the naming of Mulvihill a 
condition of his own withdrawal from 
the School Board ticket. Friends of 
Mulvihill gay the brewery interests have 
frowned on the idea of giving him fu- 
ture recognition because of his strict 
enforcement of the liquor laws. 

Chairman Howe tried to get a com- 
mittee consisting of Walker Hill, Lee 
Sale and James L. Ford, Democrats, to 
report a Democratic name other than 
that of Mulvihill. The committee, which 
had been formed for the purpose of 
recommending a substitute for Daley, 
reported that it had no recommenda- 
tion to make as to a substitute for Mul- 
vihill. This action threw upon Howe) 
and bis committee the respensibility for 
rejecting Daley. |

Ovation Down the Bay. 

The passage of the Hamburg from the 
Hoboken pier almost to Sandy Hook 
was a centinuous ovation. Every craft 
in the harbor saluted as the vessel ap- 
proached the narrows in the lower bay, 
the guns of Fort Hamilton on Long 
Island shore and Fort Wadsworth on 
the Staten Island shore boomed forth 
the ex-presidential salute of 18 guns. 
‘'o this the Hamburg respoffded by dip- 
ping the German ensign at her stern 
three times. The soldiers of the garrt- 
son were drawn up in the line of the 
ramparts. 

In the fleet- of vessels which accom- 
panied the Hamburg down the bay was 
the United States customs tug John F, 
Timmins, carrying a party of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s most intimate friends. 
Among them was his former secretary, 
William Loeb Jr. 

Aboard the tug were two buglers from 
Governor's Island. During the trip down 
the bay they gave the army calls, the 
first beihg the President's march, which 
Mr. Roosevelt quickly recognized aud 
responded to by waving his hat, 

The appearance Of Mr. Roosevelt was 
the signal for tremendous cheering by 
the crowds on the pier and on the 
steamer'’s deck. 

Throws About by Crowd. 

As he came down the gangplank the 
cheering continued and a party of col- 
lege boys from Stevens Institute in Ho- 
boeken let loose their college yell. On 
the way across the plier the lines of 
police escorting Mr. Roaseveit were 
broken through by the pressure of the 
eager crewd and the ex-President was 
swept toward the tablet by the rush. 
The crowd closed in solidly behind him, 
and while the police were endeavoring 
to fight off the on-rush Mr. Roosevelt 
asked the speakers to make the presen- 
tation ceremony very brief. 


The Italian orator cut short. his 
lengthy address, briefly stating that the 
tablet was presented by the Italians in 
appreciation of what Mr. Roosevelt had 
caused to be done for the suffering peo- 
ple ef Southern Italy and Calabris. Mr. 
Roosevelt in reply se-a: 

“I appreciate this very much. I want 
to thank you all. I cannot tell you how 
deeply touched I am.” 


Mr. Roosevelt, seeing that the crowd 
was becoming unmanageable. gave di- 
rections that the tablet be sent to Mrs.

Delegates Simmons, Wollet and 
Sachse, with a batch of blank subpenas 
in their pockets, began Tuesday the 
hurry-up ‘“‘taxdodging’’ investigation to 
which they were commissioned by the 
House, just after the Municipal Voters’ 
League had annouced its disapproval of 
certain members of the House combine 
who are seeking re-election. The pres- 
ent House goes out ef office April 6. 

Members of the investigating commit- 
tee denied Tuesday, with much unction, 
that their inquiry was directed especial- 
ly against wealthy backers of the Muni- 
cipal Voters’ League. They said their 
purpose was to examine license tax re- 
turns, and to investigation ‘‘the whole 
subject’ of taxation. 

Will Waste No Time. 

For this task, a work of weeks for 
experts, the committee has allowed itself 
one day. 

It is to report the result of its in- 
quiries to a meeting of the whole special 
committee, to be held in the House 
chamber Wednesday. The members of 
the committee, beside the three named, 
are Delegates Tobin and McShane. © 

Simmons, Wollet and Sachse began 
their work Tuesday by glancing over 
the License Collector’s records. They 
said they were looking to see whether 
any merchant or manufacturer paid 
a smaller amount in license taxes than 
he should. 

They intended to compare the license 
returns of the merchants and manufac- 
turers, they said, with the showing made 
by the same individuals on the Asses- 
sor’s books. Whenever they found a 
discrepancy, they said, they would fill 
out one of the blank subpeénas, and 
would call the man in to explain why 
he was not paying the city more in li- 
cengse taxes. 

The entire committee expects to hold 
hearings Thursday and Friday, to be 
ready to report to the House Friday 
night. 

The former. resolution for a tax in- 
vestigation was introduced by Delegate 
McShane. It passed, but McShane, be- 
ing out of favor because of his break 
with the combine, was net appointed on 
the committee. A committee was ap- 
pointed, and, so far as the House’s rec- 
ord shows, never held a meeting or 
made a report. 


Statements of Members,

KNOX’S ULTIMATUM SHOCKS 








Nicaraguan President Replies to 
Note Promising All That 
Is Asked. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Secretary 
of State Knox had given the Nicarag- 
uan Gevernment until yesterday to re- 
ply to an ultimatum. The reply came 
on time, but it was so voluminous that 
the State Department said it would not 
be able to give out for a few days the 
decision that this ceuntry would reach, 
What was learned, however, is that 
President Zelaya, impressed and some- 
what shocked by the terms of Mr. 
Knox’s note (communicated through Se- 
nor Espinesa, Nicaraguan Minister 
here), hastened to say that he was per- 
fectly willing to do everything that the 
United States wished, but that he 
thought there was another side to the 
subject. 

The main question with Nicaragua 
arose out of a concession belonging to 
an American named Emery. The com- 
pany formed by Emery is a Beston con- 
cern and the biggest dealer in hard- 
woods in the United States. It paid 
President Zelaya anywhere from $20,000 
to $25,000 a year for the privilege ef 
cutting mahogany and other hardwoods, 
but, apparently believing that he was 
not getting his due share of the sales, 
Zelaya canceled the concession.

I did not 
dream that the police would get it.”

ILLINOIS HOUSE PUTS BAN 
+ ON HIGH SCHOOL “FRATS” 


Ten Charter Bills for City of Chi- 
cago Are Referred to Special 


Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 23.—The 
existence of High School fraternities in 
the State of Illinois were placed in jeop- 
ardy today when the Senate passed a 
measure which prohibits such organiza- 
tions. It applies only to High Schools 
and schools of lower grades, and does 
not affect in any way the existence of 
the National Greek Letter Societies of 
the University. 

Representative Burton, the minority 
leader in the Senate, offered a bill pro- 
viding that circuit judges may apply to 
the Supreme Court for assist&nce in 
their work, and that the Supreme Court 
may appoint circuit judges to assist in 
clearing up the docket in districts which 
are overburdened with cases. The 
measure was referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 

Ten charter bills for the City of Chi- 
cago were introduced and sent to the 
Special Committee on Charters. 

Representative Wordell offered a Dill 
in the House making it necessary for 
wives and relatives of habitual drunk- 
ards to file written notice with saloon- 
keepers before sults for damages are 
instituted. 

A bill to repeal the Busse wheel tax 
bill was offered. The act was recently 
upheld by the Supreme Court. It is 
branded as a menace to the City of Chi- 
cago.

American organization had a bronze tab- 
let in readiness to prevent him. 


Fine Sailing Weather, 
Roosevelt and his son reached 
New York at 8:30 a. m. from Oyster 
Bay. They went by automobile to the 
Twenty-third Street Station of the Hud- 
son Tunnel and took a train under the 
Hudson to Hoboken. 

Mr. Roosevelt was met here by Doug- 
las Robinson, his brother-In-law, and 
Lawrence Abbott.

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Island City there were only a few who 
recognized Mr. Roosévelt and his son 
in their army great coats. 

At a brisk walk they boarded the 
ferryboat Hempstead and walked 
through the ladies’ cabin to the for- 
}ward deck. Here they were surrounded 
by a crowd of Long Island commuters, 
some of whom came forward and ex- 
tended their farewells. 

As the Hempstead entered her slip, the 
captain of the boat from the pilot house 
called for ‘‘three cheers for Teddy 
Roosevelt.”’ 

Instantly there was a spontaneous 
burst of cheers which lasted several 
minutes. When they had subsided the 
steam whistle of the Hempstead 
screeched out the marine salute of three 
long blasts. 

Roosevelt's Suite of Rooms, 

The suite of five rooms combine all 
the conveniences and appointments of 
the best hotel apartments. The first 
room, which is used as the parlor, was 
banked with flowers that had been sent 
to the steamer by friends in advance of 
the Roosevelt party today. 

The parlor walls are covered with a 
rich green silk armure and the pictures 
of Washington and Lincoln are hung 
among several others. Two large ma- 
hogany sofas and a center table to 
match are the most prominent articles 
of furniture in this room. 

The second room in the suite, Ker- 
mit’s bedroom, and the third, used as 
a dressing room, are finished in light 
blue and gold, and the walls are cov- 
ered with a blue-figured jute tapestry. 
The fourth room, in which Mr. Roose- 
velt will sleep, is the most handsomely 
appointed of all. Golden brown silk 
damask covers the walls and the furni- 
ture is of mahogany, with the excep- 
tion of the heavy brass bed. 

The bathroom has a high marble 
wanscoting, with a dark red tiled floor, 
and is equipped with two tubs and a 
shower bath and is supplied with both 
fresh and salt water. Large windows 
open on the ocean side from all the 
rooms. 

Emperor William Had Suite, 


The whole suit is electrically heated 
and the electroliers and droplights are 
of bronze. Some of the pictures and 
smaller furnishings in the suite were 
presented to the Hamburg officials by 
Emperor William at the time he occu- 
pied the same rooms on this cruise to 
Italy and on another cruise to Nor- 
way. 

An ornamented picture of the Empe- 
ror and Empress, with their signatures 
attached, adorns the reception hall just 
eutside the suite. 

The gymnasium, situated in a large 
deck house built on the upper deck aft 
and equipped with all the latest exer- 
cising machines, is the pride of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s eye. “Great,’’ he said when 
he inspected it yesterday. Besides the 
saddle machines, on which one can get 
the’ exact motion of the horse and 
camel at all reguiated speeds, there are 
all kinds of vibrators and appliances 
for reducing the waist, strengthening 
the ankles and weight lifts and pulleys 
to supply action to every muscle in 
the human body. 

Many of the passengers who sailed 
today aboard the Hamburg went on 
board the steamer last night in order 
to avoid the rush and confusion of the 
crowds today. The last of the outfit 
of the Roosevelt party was stored in 
the ship’s hold early today and all of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s personal effects were 
taken to the suite which he and Kermit 
will occupy during the voyage. 


Taft’s Picture Signed. 


Photographs of President Taft and 
of several members of the Roosevelt 
family, including a full length photo- 
graph of Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, had 
been placed on the walls of the parler 
suite during the night. 

The President Taft picture was made 
only recently and was sent to Washing- 
ton for Mr. Taft’s autograph. The in- 
scription reads as follows: 

“With love and best wishes of 

“WILLIAM H. TAFT, 

“Hoon. Theodore Roosevelt, 

“March 20, 1909.” 

The photograph is an enlargement of 
a snapshot taken on the _ steamship 
President Grant during the voyage of 
that vessel when Mr. Taft made his 
trip around the world.

Attempts were made yesterday to sub- 
pena several noted singers of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company and of: the 
Eames-De Gogorza concert company to 
appear and give testimony.

Carmack, a veteran Gi 
a hero of 42 battles, and an 
Indian fighter, went personally to Gov. 
Hadley and stayed with him, arguing 
day after day, until he obtained the 
pardon of Reynolds. Yesterday he 
came home, bringing Reynolds’ with 
him, and the former convict will live the 
rest of his days with Carmack in his 
own home. Reynolds’ two little chil- 
dren are at the Carmack home, too. and 
the old soldier, who owns several farms 
and is one of the richest men of this 
county, will rear them and educate 
them. 

Carmack is a bachelor and has been 
living alone in his big farmhouse, 15 
miles northeast of this place. Now 
there is the prattle of children’s voices 
in it, and the boy and girl of the for- 
mer convict play in the yard and romp 
in the parlor. 

Plans to Make Reparation. 

“I can never undo the wrong that has 
been done this man,”’ said Carmack yes- 
terday, as he sat with one of the chil- 
dren on each knee. “But I will do 
what I can to make the rest of his life 
pleasant and to atone to these little 
ones, and maybe, when I am ready to 
leave all this behind me’’—and he waved 
his hand toward the open door that dis- 
closed a green landscape of growing 
wheat—‘‘maybe I shall give the farm to 
them when I am ready to leave it.”’ 

“And what are you going to do?’’ 
was asked of Reynolds. 

“Why, I'll just stay here with Uncle 
Joe,”’ he answered. Carmack is known 
to everyone in this county as “Uncle 
Joe.’’ 

“How does it feel to be convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for a crime 
you did not do?’ he was asked. 

‘He shrugged his shoulders, thrust his 
into his trousers pockets 
and walked slowly across the floor and 
back again, and then placed one elbow 
upon the mantel, leaned his head on his 
open palm and gazed at the floor. 

“How did you feel when they put 
the stripes on you and you knowing all 
the time that you were innocent?’ 

“Well, sir, I can’t tell it to you,” he 
said. “I just worried myself nigh to 
death and if Uncle Joe hadn't come and 
got me I wouldn't have lived it out, 
that’s all.’’ 

Felt Like Jean Valjean. 

And then he turned his back to the 
mantel and rested both elbows on it 
and said: “Say, did you ever read a 
book called—-well, I can’t just pronounce 
the name, it’s a French name, but it’s 
about a feller named Jean Valjean.

“3 HUSSEY IN TRAINING. 
~ Frank Hussey, member of the House of Dele- 
gates from the Twenty-second Ward, is in train- 
ing. The mind of the ordinary citizen is filled 
with serene satisfaction as he contemplates Hus- 
sey in his training quarters. Hussey’s ways are 
not the ways of the ordinary citizen, his method 
of training is not the method of the ordinary 
politician. He has learned, as all great men learn, 
from experience. 

“Experience has taught Hussey that the admira- 
tion of an admiring constituency grows with his 
police record. If a record of 40 arrests is good 
for 2000 majority, 50 arrests should be good for 
2500, and so on indefinitely. 

Hussey’s training for the pending contest be- 
gan with his adventurous journey to the capital 
of Illinois. It is being continued along well-de- 
fined lines. The possibility of adding to the num- 
ber of his encounters with the police—and others 
—is limited only by the amount of time he has 
between jailings from now until April 6. 

These are happy days in the Twenty-second 
Ward. In training to win votes Hussey is at his 
best. The unwritten rule, indigenous to Kilken- 
ny, “Wherever you see a head, hit it,” is in for 
vindication. It is prophesied that if Hussey can 
swell his police record to a round hundred arrests 
his majority will be superlatively ample.

the greater its mercantile and manufacturing in- 
terests, the greater its comparative losses in trade 
and manufacturing activity. In 1907 the clear- 
ings of St. Louis were $3,165,619,327 and those of 
Kansas City were $1,649,175,013 and for last year 
St. Louis had $3,074,806,750 to Kansas City’s $1,- 
850,756,155. As the larger city with greater mer- 
cantile and manufacturing interests, St. Louis 
suffered proportionately more during the entire 
period of depression in 1907 as well as in 1908. 
Moreover, the proportionate gain of smaller grow- 
ing cities is usually larger than of greater grow- 
ing cities. 

The growth of St. Louis and of our commercial 
and manufacturing interests, indicated by bank 
clearings, compares favorably with those of all 
other American cities. In the remarks of Mr. 
H. C. Barlow, executive director of the Chicago 
Commercial Association to the executive and traf- 
fic officers of Western railroads, he complained 
of rate discriminations in favor of St. Louis and 
pointed his remarks with the statement that for 
the five years between 1900 and 1905 the bank 
clearances of Chicago increased 481-4 per cent, 
while those of St. Louis had increased 72 per 
cent. 

The Post-Dispatch wants every obstacle to the 
growth and prosperity of St. Louis removed. We 
have called attention to many conditions which 
should be improved. But justice should be done 
to the merchants and manufacturers who are 
striving to promote St. Louis business. The city 
should have the benefit of actual facts. 
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After trying three times with dynamite, Iowa 
bank robbers ‘wisely decided that the vault was 
proof against everything but the president and 
cashier. 








ARCHAIC CIVIL PROCEDURE. 

Lawyers and laymen seem equally unanimous 
for the simplification of legal procedure. Pres- 
ident Taft has argued against technicalities and 
the custom of magnifying them to the exclusion 
of merits in a case. The American Bar Associa- 
tion is on record for simplicity. Law journals and 
publications discuss the matter at every oppor- 
tunity and the daily papers have some ridiculous 
results of the application of a legal technicality 
in every issue. 

In the Post-Dispatch Sunday Charles F. Krone 
gave new force to the multitude of arguments 
against “the law’s delays.” He showed our obso- 
lete court methods. He pointed out that in Enxg- 
land 98 judges annually handle 80,000 cases for 
38,000,000 people, while in Nebraska it takes 12 
judges to dispose of 5000 cases for half a million 
people. And yet we habitually point to ourselves 
as progressive and to England as something worse 
than the opposite. 

As a matter of fact we are willing enough to 
change, but nevertheless we are unable to shake 
off the expensive and justice-defying precedents. 
Instead of growing better our courts grow worse. 
They worship commas more than equity and ex- 
act justice between litigants is far less important 
than whether the dot is a fly speck or a period. 

Particularly-ridiculous is the insistence on com- 
pliance with the last refinement of the rules 
which govern appeals. Cases in which everything 
but the question in issue is considered are of 
everyday occurrence. The man who goes to 
court to collect damages for a trespass unwitting- 
ly and unwillingly becomes the instrument for 
testing the possibility of proceeding to a higher 
court without perfect proof that the mechanics of 
the process were adhered to whether they were 
adhered to or not. 

Disregard of the law and contempt for the courts 
may be bred in a variety of ways. One of them 
is the hypercritically supercilious methods of the 
courts themselves. 
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Whether the threat of retaliatory measures, in- 
cluding an appeal from the 2-cent fare law de- 
cision of Judge McPherson and new and better de- 
vised and considered laws, have stayed the rail- 
roads, they are hesitating to restore the 3-cent 
rate. The Chicago & Alton, which is reported to 
have gained in business under the lower rate, is 
opposed to any change. The discrimination against 
Missouri, when Illinois, Kansas, Iowa, Oklahoma 
and Nebraska enjoy 2-cent rates has its inequities. 
The attitude of Gov. Hadley doubtless has weight. 
But if the railroads. do not restore the 3-cent rate 
when they may legally do so, will they not be 
estopped from charging it later, no matter what 
their showing of earnings may be? Public sen- 
timent in relation to the charges of even a great 
corporation makes. itself felt.

NO. 2—KASPAR HAUSER, THE BOY WHO MYSTIFIED ALL 
| | EUROPE. 


GAPING crowd gathered around the gates of the German city Nurem- 
berg early on the morning of May 26, 1828. They were watching a strangely 
dressed youth of about eighteen years, who leaned helplessly against a wall, 

his hands pressed to his eyes to keep out the light. 
Police officers questioned him. The boy could not speak. He was told to 
move on. At the first step he tottered and fell. He did not know how to walk. 


He was taken to prison as a vagrant. 


There closer examination showed 


that though in age he was apparently eighteen, he was in every other respect 
an infant. The soles of his feet were rcunded like those of a baby,: showing 
that he had never walked. His hands were little better developed. He-had not 
been taught to speak. His eyes could net bear the light of day.

vulsions. But when he was offered bread and water he ate and drank greedily.

The story in which Mr. Jerome has 
placed, Miss Ward as the central figure 
is refreshingly novel. She’s a music 
hall star who, ignorantly, has married 
an English nobleman of a family that 
has been served by her family for three 
generations and, arriving at his country 
seat in Rutlandshire, as the play-bi!! 
has it, finds that his 23 domestics are all 
of her blood and name, the faithful 
Bennetts, headed by her uncle, the but- 
ler. And at once these proudly faithful 
Bennetts set themselves to the task of 
making their young master’s’ wife 
worthy alike of their own fine stock and 
his—a fit mother of the Lord Bantocks 
of the future. 

It’s a stimulatingly original situation, 
and Jerome works it out to a consistent 
finish with exquisite skill. But the real 
star of the story isn’t the new Lady 
Bantock at all, despite her unfailing 
satisfyingness in the spotlight. It’s old 
Bennett, the Butler, vividly played by 
Charles Cartwright, an English actor of 
delicious finesse, who remains etched in 
one’s memory as far and away the 
most significant portrait in what is 
truly a graphic gallery of English char- 
acter types. He’s a stubborn old devil, 
and at times exasperatingly dominating 
and self-sufficient, but at bottom he’s 
rock-ribbed in a splendid conception of 
duty. 


Old Bennett, the Butler, the Big Role. 
‘‘We Bennetts—we serve!’’ he says 


haughtily, rejoicing in the loyalty of 
the Bennetts to the Bantocks and not 
a little disgusted that his madcap niece 
has had the audacity to become a Ban- 
tock. It bewilders him somewhat, up- 
setting his scheme of things entire, but 
soon he perceives the salient necessity 
of the situation. Egad, if a Bennett 
girl has married a Bantock man, then, 
by all that’s imperative, she must be 
made a Bantock lady—the pride of the 
Bennetts, even more than the high es- 
tate of the Bantocks, demands it. 

And the comedy of the Jerome play— 
and it is lovely comedy, too—arises from 
this conflict between the new Lady Ban- 
tock and old Bennett, her butler-uncle. 
Miss Ward and Mr. Cartwright make 
themselves fine foils, one to the othér, 
the young wife naturally resentful of the 
mastery claimed by her butler, the lat- 
ter insistent that he is not only the 
head of her house but, as well, a ser- 
vant of the Bantocks, whose prime duty 
is to see that the Bantock name is not 
depreciated by the act of any Bennett. 


A Finely Original Comedy Conflict. 
It’s. immensely diverting the way he 


marshals the Bennett clan for her dis- 
ciplining, and, even though you applaud 
the new Lady Bantock’s spunk when she 
finally discharges the whole Bennett 
outfit from the Bantock service, there’s 
a big touch of pathos in the incident, 
underlying its comedy. And how splen- 
did at the last, when, reconciled, old 
Bennett emerges temporarily from his 
butlership to his uncleship, so to speak, 
just long enough to give the young 
couple his delayed blessing—and then, 
instantly, reverts to his place as butler, 
content and prideful, now being assured 
that the Bennet girl has in her the mak- 
ings of a worthy Lady Bantock. 

Miss Ward plays the title role with 
precisely the correct blend of irrespon- 
sible gayety and occasional deep ear- 
nestness for which the story calls. The 
old Bennett of Mr. Cartwright is a lit- 
tle masterpiece of quiet character-draw- 
ing. Other admirable achievements in 
the play are the two Misses Wetherel! 
of Leila Repton and. Margaret Grey, the 
Newte of Robert McWade, the Dr. Fre- 
mantel of T. J. McGrane, and the vari- 
ous Bennetts of Terese Deagle, Marga- 
ret Fuller, Frank Powell, Harold de 
Becker and Perdita Hudspeth.

Whether marriage in Missouri is legal 


in Illinois when the persons involved 


have been divorced in I!inois within a 


year is the legal point involved in the 
prosecution of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Walters of Alton by his former wife and 
her former husband, 

The Illinois law prohibits marriage 
within a year after divorce. To escape 
this, many persons divorced on the East 
Side wed at Clayton, there being no such 
statyte in Missouri. The Walters case 
affects these marriages. 

A serious charge was brought against 
Mr. and Mrs. Walters by D. R. Weich, 
whom Mrs. Walters divorced March 5. 
She married Walters March 13 at Clay- 
ton. 

Welch’s chief witness and assistant in 
gathering evidence is Mrs. Charles Mc- 
Gilson,” who divorced Walters Jan. 8, 
1908, charging infidelity. She named the 
present Mrs. Walters.

Placing of Species on Force at 
Roosevelt Institution 
Considered. 





NEW YORK, March 23.—Contact with 
the business end of a honey bee of 
the common garden variety as a cure 
for rheumatism is an old wrinkle among 
the farmers up in Connecticut, but a 
new one at Roosevelt Hospital, where 
it is now being tried. In two weeks ‘the 
cases under treatment will probably in- 
dicate whether or not bees should be 
regularly added to the hospital force. 

The experiment was proposed by Dr. 
Arthur W. Swann, a member of the 
hospital] staff. Winter drove into his 
wards some bad cases of*rheumatism 
of the gouty species. One man who 
had it in acute form could not sleep, and 
opiates gave him only temporary relief, 
besides deranging him otherwise. There 
were four chronic cases in well ad- 
vanced stages, one of them being so 
far advanced and involving so many of 
the joints that the patient was prac- 
tically ossified. None of these cases 
would vield to the usual: treatment. 

Farmers’ Remedy Remembered; 

Then Dr. Swann remembered that the 
farmers up in Connecticut were great 
believers in the virtue of the bee stings 
for rheumatism and he talked to the 
other doctors about it. They couldn't 
suggest anything better and, as the pa- 
tients did not object, Dr. Swann sent 
to his aunt in Connecticut for bees. The 
first shipment arrived two weeks ago. 

Dr. Swann put a bee in a tumbler and 
tipped the tumbler upside down against 
the afflicted joint. The first experi- 
ment was with the man .who had 
rheumatism in acute form and couldn't 
sleep. Dr. Swann put the tumbler over 
the patient’s shoulder joint, which had 
been giving the worst pain. As soon 
as the tumbler was in place Dr. Swann 
stirred, up the bee. 

True to its instinct, the bee lost its 
temper and stuck its stinger where it 
thought it would do the most harm. 
That happened to the afflicted joint. 
Then Dr. Swann removed the tumbler, 
for after one service with its stinger 
life has no further charm for a bee. 

Results of Treatment. 

The patient meved the joint a little 
and said he thought he felt better. 
Another -bee was applied in the same 
fashion. It also left its sting and died. 
This time the patient was sure the 
treatment worked well. Dr. Swann 
Suggested that unless the patient ob- 
jected he would like to try a third bee. 
That suited the patient and the same 
program was followed with bee No. 8. 

For the next triplet of bees Dr. Swann 
decided gthat the ‘‘ossified’’ man should 
be the subject. This patient could not 
move. After three bees had done their 
deadliest he surprised himself by shrug- 
ging his shoulders. Nothing like that 
had happened to him for so long that 
he asked the doctor to let a set of bees 
tackle his knee pans. 


Them Left Alone Awhile. 
When the second block of three had 


raged themselves to their death the pa- 
tient was left to himself for awhile. 
Then the cure was tried on the other 
two chronic cases. 

Soreness and inflammation appeared 
over the joints which the bees had at- 
tacked, but on the second day all. the 
patients felt that they had been bene- 
fited and were ready for the visits of 
more bees. After a week of the treat- 
ment two of the patients were well 
enough to leave the hospital and the 
other two are greatly improved.
